Pearl* Once Found in Jersey 
Brook 

On the afternoon of a SprinR day 
in 1856, a broail-shouklered Jersey 
countryman named Jacol) (juacken- 
busli sidled into the Warren Street 
jewelry .store of Charles I,. TilTany 
and showed the pro|)rietor a |)earl. 
It was a fresh colored i)ink beauty, 
magnificently shaped. The jeweler 
asked iiow much he. wanted for it. 
Qnackeiihnsh had no idea. Mr. 
'INlTany nave Jiini $1,500 in cash and 
his choice of sonic jewelry. Be- 
wildered by his Kood fortune, the 
farmer left the store. 

The pearl had been in a mussel 
taken from Notch Hrook, near Patcr- 
soii. Uoth the j)earl and the place 
whore it was found liaxe an addi- 
tional item in history. Mr Tiffany 
sold the jewel to a French dealer 
for $2,500 and presently it passed 
into the possession of the ICmpress 
I'*ujrenie and became known as 
"The Queen Pearl." With the 
fall of the Second ICnipire, it was 
passed on to the Kin^ of Saxony. 
We return to Notch Hrook on an 
evenitiK about a year after the e.xit 
of Quackenbu.sh froni Mr. Tiffany's 
stf)re. A I'aterson shoemaker named 
Dan Howell has gathered for liimscU 
a "mess of mussels" from that 
brook, takeii them to his home and 
cooked them in a skillet of boiliiiK 
Krease. 

But his meal was interrupted. In 
the first mussel he found somethinjr 
lound and hard as a big marble, the 
ruined remains of a pearl that had 
weighed 400 Kfidns and would have 
been worth at least $25,000 to him 
even in those days. The grease 
and the cookinu' process had ruined 
it. It was probably the most ex- 
()ensive morsel ever cooked in 
America. 

As Hr. GeorRe Frederick Kunz, a 
leadiuK Rcm expert and author of 
books on Reins, somefimes ends the 
above story, "Mr. Howell was not 
a lucky man." 

The search for pearls went on in 
Notch Hrook with uiijadcd ciuliusi- 
asm all throUKh the late '50s. It 
was no uncommon .sijjht to see 
many persons wadiiiR there, the 
men with their trousers rolled above 
the knees and the women with their 
skirts carefully pinned above their 
ankltH. 

More pearls were found there and 
in neiKhborinR streams. Some 
weighed from twenty to fifty Krains 
and were worth at the then |)revail- 
iti« prices from $100 to $l,00o. 
Hut the xreat prize that was found

And such liiul.s aic needed, loi tlie 
demand for extraordinarily fine 
pearls so far exceeds that supply 
that New York jewelers have for 
many years hardly been excited at 
K-ceivinff an order to find and buy 
t any price some needed match 
pearl. There are and probably al 
ways will be more than enouv;h 
small common pearls to met I I lie 
demand for them, but the i)erfect 
round pearls that were not especially 
difficult to buy at the bcKinniUK of 
.the century have .since almost dis- 
appeared from world markets.

For many years this problem of 
supply for the demands for better 
pearls was solved by the treasure^ 
ciiests of the Orient. In India par- 
ticularly, as that country felt the 
impress of the West and liiRli prices 
tempted, jewels were let no that had 
lon^ been hoarded. But now such 
fine pearls as are for sale in India 
iiave, except in very exceptional in- 
stances, l)een bought ui>. 

Hut there is no cessation in the oc- 
cu|>ation of jjearl divinj;, which is 
carried on in many of the remote 
parts of the world. It is an occupa- 
tion in which the mortality rate is 
about as hish as that of steeple- 
jacks, yet there are about 100,000 
men who live by it. In the rich 
waters of the Ivast most of the divets 
arc "skin'divers," who work naked. 
Crews of them po out in the pearl- 
ing dhows, vvliich have tremendous 
lateen sails and lonp, heavy oars, 
but no machinery or any sort of mo- 
dern ecinipmcnl . 

And the methods used remain the 
same as those that were in voRue 
thousands of vears apo. A rope is 
tied around the waist of the stripped 
diver and a contrivatice that looks 
like n clothespin holds his nostrils 
shut. Me stands on a larjs'e stone 
fastened to another rope. The 
weiRht of the stone aids him in 
phinRitiK with no cfTort to the 
i)ottom Then the slone is drawn 
up ready for the next descent. 

Down ^t the botton the diver 
walks about pickiiiR up pearl 
oysters and placiiiR them in a 
liasket liuiiR from his neck. Ivven 
after vears of practice three minutes 
is as louR as a man can hold his 
breath under water. So in two 
minutes he must make his haul. 
Then he is pulled l)ack to the surface. 

Not so louR a^o an attempt was 
made to briiiR speed and efliciency 
into the somewhat casual pearl fish- 
eries of the I'auHioto Island Rroup 
111 the South Seas, thruuRh use of 
modern diving suits. But these at- 
tempts aroused the people of the 
islands almost to the fiKhtliiR point. 

The fesultinii (listurl)ance of -Mich 
an atlemi>t at the island in Hikueru, 
in fact, once caused temporary 
alarm to the I'-rench administration 
at Tahiti When the concession to 
usediviiiR suits was granted there it 
was asserted that this was in contra- 
vention of the law and that it vio- 
lated the exclusive privilcRes of the 
natives in divinj^. 

Natives, feelinij that their means 
of li\eliiiood wer« menaced, storme I 
a warehouse at Ilikueru, which was 
that year the centre of diviiiR activi- 
ties. They seized diviuK helmets 
ind concealed them. I,ater more 
than a thousand natives milled 
around the administrator and agen- 
darme. Althoutrh there was no real 
violence, the natives thus made it 
plain that they would have no div- 
ing a|)paratns encroaching on their 
preserves.

So that instead of the protection 
of the white men, the natives go 
down with forty-pound stones and 
cord. To arm himself against the 
attacks of sharks and other danger- 
ous fishes, he carries spikes of iron- 
wood. But more valuable to his 
mind is another device for safety. 
This is made up of rlie incantations 
of shark charmers, one of whom ac- 
companies the boats while others 
remain on shore. Despite their 
work, however, divers seUKim live 
long. 

The ancients obtained their pearls 
chiefly from India and the Persian 
Oulf. Rich beds still exist there, 
but at present pearls are also pro- 
duced from the coast of Australia, 
the slicnes of Central America, some 
of the South Pacific islands and the 
Sulu Seas. In addition, the finest 
of the iilack variety are found on 
the Pacific coast and in the pink 
river" mussels. Queensland and 
Western Australia also give rich 
yields 

Accortfing to early Latin writers. 
Britain had an early reputation as 
a place where pearls were plentiful. 
Indeed, there is a tradition that 
Julius Caesar was tempted to invade 
the islimd by the liojie of enriching 
himself with British )>earls. 

A great yield ronirs from the Bah- 
rein Islands in the sun-drenched Per- 
sian (Julf, where (H'arl fishing has bet-n 
carried on since the days of the Mace- 



donians and which has become the 
subject of one of the latest question* 
to reach the Ltagiie of Nations. The 
Persian Government has protested 
against the league's publishing statis- 
tics of the islands "as though they 
were British territory," and insisted 
that the islands are Persian posses- 
sions. 

$5,000,000 Annually 

The average value of the pearls 
taken each year at the Rahrtnins 
exceeds $5,000,000. Of the fiv^e siz- 
able islands of the group, that fur 
which it is named, Hahrein is of 
dominant importance, and the chief 
centre of trade is the port of Lingah. 
Most of the products of this fishery 
are known as "Bombay pt.nrls," from 
the fact that many of the best finds 
are transiH)rt(d there for sale. The 
island group is about twenty miles off 
the .Arabian coast. 

In relatively modern times, that is 
in 1507, these i.slands fell into the 
hands of Portuguese adventurers. 
IVrsian forces in 1020 drove the Por- 
tuguese out. ;\nd on this event and 
tiie subsequent 180 years of occupa- 
tion that Persia bases her clam. 
But in 1782 .Arab tribesmen from the 
mainland took [xi.ssession, and ever 
since then a sheik from this tribe has 
ruletl the islands and charged a small 
l)oal fee. 

The Hritish view is that Bahrein is 
an indei)endent (>rincipalify in alliance 
with the Indian (lovtrnment and under 
the protection of (Jreat Hrilain. Koi 
Ciieat Hritain established triaty re- 
lations with the Sheik of Bahrein in 
1820 and suppressed piracy in the 
near-by waters. 

The coast of (Juayaquil also yields 
jHarls, and Columbus found that pearl 
fishing was carried on in his lime in 
the Gulf of Mexico. In (he We^i In- 
d'cs the best pearls are still ubt'ii'.icd 
from St. Thomas and from 'h" i.^'Mnd 
of Margarita., off the coast of Venizue- 
la. It is rt^)rded that from Margarita 
Phili|) 1 1 of Spain obtained a pearl ol 
250 carats in 1579. 

Another of tJic world's great pearl- 
ing grounds is off Ceylon The Sin- 
ghalese records show pearls as one of 
the valued products centuries before 
the Christian era. About 550 b.c. 
King V'igaya of Ceylon included some 
in his present to his father's favorite 
wife in India. — A'. 1'. Times.

On Tuesday, September 9th, the 
halls ot Old Fanwood will be open- 
ed again for the Fall term, which 
will be its one hundred and thir- 
teenth year of instructinR the deaf, 
to the end that they may be able to 
lead happy and normal lives, and 
become self-supporting individuals 
of the community. 

As in the past, while the pupils 
were away during the summer, 
various changes and improvements 
were made. 

The Board of Directors felt it was 
time to make some absolutely 
neces.sary repairs to our buildings, 
which are quite old. The Main 
Building was erected in 1856, and 
while it is substantially built, it is 
in no sense modern. Considerable 
attention has been paid to the roofs. 
The electric lighting system is being 
inspected to insure safety from 
possible defects. 

The entire infirmary and basement 
of the Main Building and .some of 
the classrooms in the school building 
have l>een painted. There is a force 
of five men at in work this depart- 
ment. 

The steam trap system in the 
boiler house, being old and worn 
out. is being renewed. The steam 
engine in the engine room is being 
overhauled. 

The laundry has been outfitted 
entirely with new machinery, with 
the exception of the washing ma- 
chines, and when the installation 
is made, the rooms will be painted 
and the lighting arrangement 
changed. 

On the third floor in the school 
building, the antiquated toilet has 
been replaced with a modern one. 

Two new drinkinK fountains have 
lieen installed in the Ijoys and Rirls 
lavatories. 

The fence around our property, 
which has an inclination to lean 
over, has l>een l>olstered up. 

All the mattresses in the pupils' 
dormitories and servants' quartern 
have been renovated. 

The driveway in front of the 
Main Huildiiig, which wasoriginally 
built for carriaKes, has been widen- 
ed to allow more parking space and 
to facilitate the turning around of 
the modern cars. 

Our engineer has removed and 
replaced a considerable amount of 
old, rusty hot and cold water pipes, 
which will insure a better supply of 
water for the bathrooms on the up- 
per floors. 

A new electric refrigerator has 
been in.sta]led in the Principal's 
quarters. 

Time was when the routine at the 
school was regulated by the steam 
whistle at the power house. In fact, 
the whole countryside set their 
clocks or watches when our siren 
screeched out the breakfast call at 
se%'en, luncheon at noon and supper 
at six. But the gradual march 
northward of the city till Fanwood 
was surrounded by tall apartment 
houses necessitated a quietus on the 
whistle. There are many clocks in 
a large school like ours, and some 
are quite temperamental, prefcrrinsr 
to dally along: while others tret over- 
zealous and work too fast, that one 
man has been kept busy a Rood part 
of each mornin«r reKulatin^: them. 
This guardian of the fleeting seconds 
can now stand by, as several new 
electric clocks are bein^ installed at 
various places around the main 
group of buildings and in the trades 
school.

Now he gets out, hustles and takes 
care of himself, .^nd many prove excep 
tional workers because they comtx-nsate for 
their handicap by industry and study that 
normal |X«ple often sadly lack. 

"So don't fe"el sorry lor these people 
Rather fwl sorry for yourself that, though 
you can hear and .speak, you may have 
made less of your onrKirtunities than they. 

"Come to "think of it, we wonder if deaf- 
ness is as great a handicap to day as it used 
10 bo. In this age of honking automobiles, 
clanging sfrvot cars, steel riveting and 
campaign oratory, there is a lot that isn't 
worth li.stening to."

.A |X)inted casque, white with the 
guano of the host of sea birds that 
nest upon it. is all that remains of the 
lofty mountain that in some long past 
era dominated the now sunken valleys 
west of the Hebrides. 

Seen from the west, says VlUustra- 
tion, the rex:k, which rises sixty feet 
above the tKcan, resembles a huge 
spiked German helmet. The waves 
have broken down part of the seaweed- 
covered visor, and the upper part of 
the helmet is deeply dented; but the 
ixiint of it is still sharp and frequently 
serves as a resting place for one of the 
huge albatrosses of the north. The 
helmet appears to have been cloven in 
two as if with a terrific blow from a 
sabre; the eastern face is a verical 
wall. 

The island is called Roclcall and is 
quite barren. It is situated in an un- 
frequented stretch of the txean and is 
nwre than two hundred and eighty 
miles from the nearest land. Few 
pee>ple have ever visited it. indeed, 
oidy four landings are recorded. The 
Briti.sh frigate Endymion made the 
first in 1810. The last one was made 
in 1921. Before the report of this 
expendition was published, people sup- 
pe>sed that the island consisted wholly 
of a kind of granite calleel rockallite 
that is found nowhere else in the 
world. Now, indeed, we know for a 
fact that rexkallite is found nowhere 
else, but unfortunately it exists on the 
little island only in small quantities.
